In the elevators in Canada and the 
United States there is wheat that we do 
not know what to do with; sufficient to 
feed all the hungry in the valley of the 
Yangtse Kiang. And nothing can be much 
more certain than that—unless outside 
food supplies are seni there in great quan- 
tities—a multitude perhaps as large as the 
whole population of this Dominion will 
perish from hunger. There must be some 
way of putting that surplus wheat within 
reach of the starving Chinese, by outright 
gift or by the extension of credits to their 
government 

It cannot be forgotten that this tra- 
gedy puts the western world on trial be- 
fore the judgment of the eastern world, 
and that how we meet the situation will 
largely shape its attitude toward us. What, 
for instance—if we do nothing about it— 
will be the use of sending missionaries in- 
to the Yangtse area to preach a gospel 
which proclaims the relief of the needy to 
be a duty of the first order? And what 
wiil be the use, in the League of Nations 
or elsewhere, of professing our deep con- 
cern in the welfare of humanity if we dem- 
onstrate that it is not a matter of interest 
to us that millions of people starve to 
death?

ed her fingers at old Lake Ontario. 
laughed in the face of many difficul 
lies, and swam ten miles in four hours 
66 minutes and 2-6 seconds to win 
$5,000 and the title of world’s profes 
sional women’s swimming champion 

Smiling Margaret defeated a choice 
field of 35 other women swimmers to 
win the event easily—nearly half a 
mile in front of one of the greatest 
swimmers in the United States--Ethel 
Hertle Gary Mrs. Gary was in sec- 
ond place, thus living up to her repu 
tation of always being in the money 
in Canadian National Exhibition 
swims, She has won the event once 


By her splendid swimming, Miss 
Ravior not only defeated a lake 
which tried hard to prevent her 
from winning, but also established 
a precedent. Never before in the 
history of local marathon swimming 
has & woman won the same event 
twice, Last year the Philadelphian 
led the field just as she did today to 
carry off the major honors, 

Only once in the entire distance was 
Miss Ravior headed Evelyn Arm- 
strong, of Detroit, spurted into the 
lead shortly after the first mile was 
completed But Miss Armstrong was 
not there very long. At the first op 
portunity the Philadelphia girl went 
back into the premier position, and 
from then on she steadily increased 
her lead 
SIX MONEY PLACES 

Only six “money” places were giver 
and even after the first six had fin 
ished many of the other contestarits 
were still in the water plugging along 
They were removed by officials when 
heir chances of placing were seen to 
be hopeless 
Tn all, the event was worth $10,000 
with Miss Ravior taking the lion 
share of $5,000; Mrs. Gary received 
$2,500; Ethel McGarry. New York 
#1,000; Leah Riley, Keansburg, NJ 
$750; Evelyn Armstrong, $500; and 
Ruth Downing, Toronto, the only 
Canadian to place in the money ranks 
$250 

The swim was a terrific ordeal for 
the women participants, Early tn 
the day rough water had nearly 
compelled its postponement. A 
course had been Isid both inside 
and outside the breakwater which 
lines the Exhibition grounds, but a 
new course was finally laid entirely 
inside the sea’ wall.
